2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The claimed method and the associated Bluetooth node address 
the problem of avoiding interference from persistent 
interferers. The problem is solved by way of maintaining a 
black-list of worse performing frequency bands , and by 
transmitting dummy packets in a pattern which depends on the 
black-list.
